WASHINGTON, June 15.—The 
United States now has normal 
friendly diplomatic relations with 
every country in the world except 
Manchoukuo. 

Recognition was withheld from 
Liberia for five years but Secre- 
tary of State Hull announced this 
week that the United States had 
formally extended recognition to 
the government of President Ed- 
ward Barclay on pledges from him 
that he would institute measures 
for the social, economic and fi- 
nancial rehabilitation of that 
Negro republic in West Africa. 


Frederick P. Hibbard, now at 
Monrovia, will continue as Ameri- 
can Charge d'Affaires pending ap- 
pointment of a Minister and it is 
expected that Liberia soon will send 
a Minister to Washington. 


Founded in 1821. 


Liberia was founded as a republic 
in 1821 under American auspices 
by American Negroes as a home 
for freed slaves. Its constitution 
and. government are modeled on 
those of the United States and 
many of its towns and streets bear 
American names. Monrovia, the 
capital, was named in honor of 
President Monroe. 

In 1930 President Charles B. B. 
King resigned following exposure 
of “shocking” administrative con- 
ditions, including the _ disclosure 
that Liberian officials had connived 
to carry on forced labor approxi- 
mating slavery.

Conference to Begin When 
Paraguayan and Bolivian 
Congresses Ratify Protocol,

Other Improvements Proposed With

$760,000. 


University City is planning a new 
junior high school and additions to 
the senior high school and the Jack- 
son Park grade school at a cost of 
$760,000, the city’s Board of Educa- 
tion announced yesterday.
